MANY TESTIFY THEY COULD GIVE 
PAIR TRIAL. 


Decision Is Not Intended to Be General 
and Question Will Be Disposed of 
by Judges in General 
Term. 


Following @ personal examination of six 
jurors and a score of witnesses, Judge 
William Zachritz of division No. 4 of the 
Circuit Court refused to grant a change 
of venue in the case of Rufus Farrar 
against the St. Louis Transit Co. 

The application for a transfer of the 
case was made by Lon Hocker, attorney 
for the street railway corporation. 

Mr. Hocker was taken completely by sur- 
prise when Judge Zachritz after hearing the 
testimony of several witnesses pro and con 
on the question of prejudice alleged to exist 
against the transit company announced 
that as the testimony was about evenly 
balanced he would examine himself the 
jurors who had been impaneled to try the 
case. . 


Objected to 
Court’s Questions. 

Mr. Hocker objected vigorously to several 
of the court’s questions, but to little pur- 
pose, 

The court stated that it proposed to treat 
the transit company with the same con- 
sideration accorded other litigants, but not 
to make any special concessions.

ONE OF CROWD GAVE HIM “LIEF”’ 
WITH SHOTGUN. 


Arthur Prustmuller Said Costello Fired 
and Several Bird Shot Struck 
Him—Costello’s Story 
Different.

Michael Costello, vears old, of 2716 


North Tenth street, was fined $100 In the 
Dayton Street Police Court Tuesday for 


shooting Arthur Prustmueler, 12 years old, 
at the foot of Grant street Sunday. 

Arthur, James Miller, Tl years old, of 1710 
North Fourteenth street, and George Jame- 
son, 12 years old, of 1213 Chambers street, 
who were together when the shooting oc- 
curred, testified that a boy in the crowd 
raised his hand to Costello, who had been 
hunting ducks, and said he would “give him 
Hef.’ and that thereupon Costello dis- 
charged his shotgun at the party. 

Two shot struck Arthur on the chin, 
penetrating to the bone, and several hit 
him on the shoulder, causing painful 


wounds. 
Prustmueller.was the only 


person who 


Costello said the boys had been throwing 
‘stones at him and teasing him in other 
ways. He averred the shooting was acci- 
dental. 

“T had been hunting,’ he said, “and was 
walking along the river bank on my Way 
home when I came to a fire these boys had 
made. I st to warm my hands, which 
were numb.Band they began to tease me. 
They ran u na bluff about a block away 
and threw rocks at me. I dodged them 
and told the boys they had better go home. 

“T had had a few drinks, but I knew 
what I was doing. 

“T saw a bottle on a piece of ice in the 
river, and, wishing to take my gun home 
empty, I decided to shoot at the bottle. 
Just as T was taking aim, a stone hit me 
on the side of the head and 1 turned 
around to see who threw it. My feet became 
tangled in the mire and I fell, the gun go- 
ing off. I didn't intend to shoot at the 
boys.” 

Arthur admitted, upon being recalled to 
the witness stand, that a boy in the crowd 
had thrown some rocks at Costello.

UNDERTAKER SCHMITT CAME 


He Found There Was Life and a Doctor 
Told of Morphine Pois- 
oning. 


Called to care for the body of Mrs. Chris- 
tina Benninger of 2411 South Ninth street 
Tuesday, Philip Schmitt, an undertaker ai 
9711 South Broadway, discovered that the 
woman was alive, though unconscious from 
morphine poisoning. 

Miss Hilda Benninger, who awoke Tues- 
dav morning about 4 o'clock, and was un- 
able to rowse her mother, sieeping beside 
her, thoughi she was dead, and had sent a 
messenger for Schmitt. 

Mrs. Benninger was sent

condition was dangerous.

ATTRACTS WIDE ATTENTION. 


DUMONT MAY ENTER CONTEST 


Hiram Maxim, American Inventor, 
-Willing to Spend $100,000 
to Win Prize. 


Plans for an airship tournament, in com- 
petition for the $200,000 prize offered by 
the World's Fair management for the most 
practicable aerial vehicle, will be made 
by Prof. 8. P. Langley of Washington, D. 
C., and Octave Chanute of Chicago, with 
Charles W. Knapp and Nathan “Frank, 
tnembers of an Exposition subcommittee 
uppointed for the purpose. 

Hiram Maxim, M. Santos-Dumont and 
Prof. Langley, the last-named one of the 
consulting committee, are expected to be 
among the competitors for the prizes, 
which will, be $100,000 for the successful 
operation of a craft in the air, $50,@0 for 
the best racer and $50,000 for the expenses 
of the competition. 

Santos-Dumont, the Brazilian aeronaut, 
who won the Deutsch prize of 20,000 francs 
in Paris last September, stated, shortly 
after that feat, that he bring his air- 
ship to America someti 1902. He is 
also consfdering the project of attempting 

» round the world in his dirigible 
bi ; . 
os-Dumont is considered by many 
the greatest aeronaut in the world. His 
part in the contest is expected to arouse 
great interest among Europeans and es- 
pecially among Parisians, who witnessed his 
flights, falls and other exhibitions of per- 
sistency and daring spirit throughout 
last summer. 


Maxim Willing te 
Spend $100,000. 

To an Associated Press representative in 
London Maxim stated that as soon as he 
was certain that the announcement of the 
St. Louis prize offer was official he would 
consider the question of competing. He 
said that he would be wiiling to spend 
$100,000 in the contest, confident that he 
could recoup himself by winning first prize. 

The two men named on the committee are 
eminent scientists with records of wide 
achievement in the domain of aerostatics. 

They wiil represent the scientific phase of 
the competition, while the two directors will 
consider the contest as a business proposi- 
tion: : 


A set of rules to govern the contest wil] 
be drawn up by the joint committee of four 
and the question of appointing a chief of 
the aerostatic display will also be dis- 


cussed. 
The offering of smaller prizes for in- 


ventors of meritorious designs who do not 
receive the hignest award will also be con- 
sidered by the committee. 


Plan for Aerial

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No Robber Has Yet Been awl 
rested and the Police Seek 
Men Described by the 
Night Watchmen. 


At 3:40 o’clock this morning Albert Estep, 
a night watchman employed about the Na- 
tional Stock Yards in East St. Lohis, called 
up on the’ telephone Charles T. Jones, 
general manager of the Stock Yards Bank, 
and informed him that masked men had 
blown the safe of the National Stock Yards 
‘Bank, wrecked the office and made off with 
bags of money. 
| He briefly related a circumstantial story 
of the robbery, including the capture of 
himself, Lee Philpot, another night watch- 
man who is a member of the fameus Ken- 
tucky feudal family of that name, and L. 
W. Clark, the night fireman. 

Mr. Jones resides at the Stock Yards Ho- 
tel about one mile from the Stock Yards 


Exchange, wherein is situated the bank 


building. 
Robert Monroe, superintendent off police 


for the Stock Yards district, also resides at 
this hotel. Mr, Jones awoke Mr. Monroe, 
and the two set off for the bank. 

When they arrived there they met Estep, 
whose face bore bruises, Clark who had a 
slight scalp wound over the left ear, and 
later Philpot, whose face was bruised, and 
who was bleeding at the nose. 

The three collaborated in relating to the 
police officer substantially the same de- 
tails which were later given to the Post- 
Dispatch by them as follows: 

CAPTURED NIGHT WATCHMAN. 

‘The first man captured by the robbers 
was Lee Philpot, a night watchman at the 
Stockyards Exchange building in which the 
bank is located, and-a personal friend of 
President Roosevelt,. with whom he fought 
in Cuba as a Rough Rider. 

From 7:30 o'clock Monday evening until 
3:40 Tuesday morning Philpot lay bound 


hand and foot with ropes, 'a towel tied 


tightly about his eyes, and another towel 
thrust into his mouth and down his throat 
as a gag. 
BANDITS KNEW VICTIM. 
The bandits knew Philpot, calling him by 
name, and saying that he was the man they 


wanted. 

The leader wanted to kill him, but was 
prevented from doing so by the others. 
They beat him with a sandbag, inflicting 


bad bruises on his face. 

Philpot was standing in the yards near 
the Exchange building when three men 
leaped upon him. The desperadoes had been 
hiding behind a fence. 

“We want you, Lee Philpot,’’ cried one of

Philpot says that he tried to draw his 


revolver, but the men were upon kim in an 
instant, pinioning his arms to his sides. 
They marched him to the office of the 
Live Stock Reporter, between the point 
where he was captured and the building 


where the bank is located. 
WAS BOUND AND GAGGED. 


Philpot was taken into” the composing 
room and thrown to the floor. The bandits 
produced ropes from their overcoat pock- 
ets, securely bound the hands and feet of 
their captive, roughly tied a towel over his 
eyes and thrust another down his throat, 
making it impossible for him to move his 
limbs or speak. 

Before he was blinded Philpot saw three 
other men enter the composing room, mak- 
ing. six. 

Five of the men were left to stand guard 
over the Rough Rider, while the other went 
on a tour through the yards. 

“Get the others now!" was the order 
given this man by the leader. 

Until midnight the five robbers and thot 
prisoner remained in the printing office, 
the bandiis speaking only in low tones. 

‘‘Let’s kill) him!" Philpot heard the lead- 
er say, but the other men demurred. 

SECOND WATCHMAN. 
At 12 o'clock the man who had been sent 
outside caught Albert Estep, another night 
watchman, on the steps of the Exchange 
building, at the northeast side. He called 
Estep by name. 

The watchman thought the bandit an 
acquaintance and advanced, not prepared to 
shoot. He found himself covered by a six- 
shooter. | ae =

They took Clark completely by surprise. 


He resisted at first, but was subdued by 

being beaten. He received a severe bruise 

over his left eye, probably from a sandbag. 
ONE LEFT AS GUARD. 

Clark was taken to the printing office 
and placed beside the other prisoners, sim- 
llarly bound and gagged. This was about 
half an hour after midnight. 


One man was left to guard the three 
captives, while the other five went into 


the bank. They went in at the main en- 
trance. 

The bank is located on the first floor of 
the Exchange building, near the center of 
the building. The vault is opposite the 
main entrance which was not locked the 
night watchman being supposed to guard 
the corridor. 

With nitroglycerine the robbers blew open 
the massive steel doors of the vault. These 
doors are of double thicknesses of steel. 
The charge shattered them blowing the 
bank’s books and papers into shreds. From 
some of the books all the leaves were blown 
out. 

BLEW DOORS ENTIRELY OFF. 

Entering the vault, the big steel safe 
was the next point of attack. The safe had 
quadruple-plated steel doors. 

Drilling into these doors the robbers. in- 
serted a charge of the explosive and blew 
the doors entirely off. 

The explosion destroyed more books and 
papers and scattered about $600 in gold and 
silver upon the floor of the safe and the 
vault. 

This money was not taken by the bandits. 
They took all of the currency anda the oth- 
er coin, amounting to about $6000, as nearly 
as the bank's officers can estimate. 

The five men left the bank and signaled 
to the one who was guarding the captives. 
This man quit the composing room and 
joined his companions outside, leaving the 
three men bound. 

Albert Estep was not bound very secure- 
ly. He says that he could have released 
himself at any time, but the man on guard 
held a revolver to his head. 

FREED FROM HIS FETTERS. 

When the robber left the room and all 
was silence both within and without Estep 
worked and twisted until the ropes which 
bound him slipped off. 3 

Five minutes after the bandits went away 
he was free and had untied Philpot and 
Clark. 

Philpot who had been bound and gagged 
eight hours could scarcely speak, and his 
limbs were stiff. His companions rubbed 
him until he could move about. . 

This was about 3:40 o'clock. Estep ran 
to the telephone and called up Charlies T. 
Jones, general manager of the stock yards, 
and informed him of the robbery. 

The man saw the robbers no more after 
the one on guard left the printing office. 
They have no idea what direction the des- 
peradoes took when they departed. They 


heard no wagon.

UNDER ARREST 


THE YOUNG MAN ACCUSED OF 
THE RICHARDSON MURDER.

SAVANNH, Mo., Jan. 7.—Prosecuting 
Attorney Booker has been informed of the 
arrest of Stewart Fife at North Yakima, 
Wash. Fife is charged with the murder of 
Frank W. Richardson in his own home 
Christmas Eve a year ago. Much mystery 
surrounded the killing, and the dead man's 
wife, Addie L. Richardson, was arrested last 
spring charged with complicity in the 
crime. Her case went to Plattsburg on 
change of venue and is set for tria] Jan. 13. 

It was first learned that Fife bought a 
ticket at St. Joseph for a gmall town in 
New York, but trace of him was lost there. 
He has been followed all over the country 
until arrested on the Pacific coast. When 
taken into custody he was making his way 
to Puget Sound. He had been working in a 
commission house in North Yakima. 

Information was filed against Fife at the 
November term of the circuit qourt by 
Prosecuting Attorney Booher charging him 
with murder in the first degree. 

Mr. Booher will send to Jefferson City 
for requisition papers at once. As soon as 
the documents are received Chief Frans of 
St. Joseph will leave for North Yakima to 
bring the prisoner home. 

Public opinion in Savannah has never re- 
garded Fife as the slayer of Richardson, 
and it is not thought that he can be @n- 
victed of the crime. 

It is the belief that Fife can be used to 
bring facts to light by means of which the 
real murderer will be discovered.

River Des Peres Channel Be- 
ing Changed Today. . 


HUNDREDS GIVEN EMPLOYMENT 


CONSCTRUCTION OF THE SEWERS 
WILL BEGIN WEDNESDAY. 


Director Isaac Taylor Estimates That 
the Two Enterprises Will Sup- 
ply Work to 1500 Men by 
Thursday Morning. 


Work on the new channel across the 
World's Fair site for the River des Peres 
was begun at 6 o’clock Tuesday morning, 
several hundred men being employed. 

It is expected that¢the construction of 
the Exposition sewer system will begin 
Wednesday. 

Isaac 8. Taylor, director of works, says 
1500 men probably will be at work in the 
two construction departments by Thursday 


morning. 

Fifty wheel scrapers broke the ground 
for the channel for the laborers, They .were 
put to work in sections, each having its 
own territory. Work began at the eastern 
end of the channel and gangs were dis- 
tributed along the channel's route. 

The river will be permitted to flow in its 
present channel until the new one shall 

completed. 

The contractors have agreed to bulld the 
channel for $116,692. They expect to move 
2500 cubic yards of earth every day, and 
the total amount that must be moved to 
make the channel is 110,000 cubic yards. 
The length of the channel will be feet. 

It is estimated that 3,000,000 feet of lumber 
will be used in building the sluice boxes. 

The sewer contractors have requested 
the World’s Fair company to keep specta- 
tors off the site while their work is being 
done. They have ascertained that they will 
be compelled to use a great deal of dyna- 
mite in their excavations. 

The executive committee has assured th 
Board of Public Improvemetns that it wil 
stand any damages that may result from a 
faulty or inadequate construction of the 
channel plans.

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AN INTERNATIONAL PRESS AMITY LEAGUE. 


The International Press League proposed by the New York 
World and 8t. Louis Post-Diepatch is almost universally com- 
mended by the great newspapers of Europe. 

The following question, published in the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
of Jan. 5. was addressed to the leading journals of the Old World: 

“Would you join in a pledge to promote international good 
fellowship by refraining from discussions tending to foment 
hostilities between nations, thus, in effect, forming an interna- 
tional press amity league?’ 

It is safe to say that such a league could do more for the 
peace of the ‘world than a hundred peace conferences backed by 
the good will of the wisest diplomats. 

Wars are no longer dynastic or merely patriotic. They are the 

lt of jealousies growing out of commercial rivalries and may 
be precipitated by interested persons working upon the timidity 
of politicians or inflaming the passions of an ill-informed peopie. 
Many times England and France have been brought to the verge 
of war by the shrill jabhebed of the Paris newspapers which, 
appealing to passion and prejudice, try to create a mutual dis- 
triet difficult to dissipate and which may at any time break 
out into actual hostilities. The friction between this country 
and Germany, now happily a thing of the past, was almost 
wholly the work of the jingo press on both sides of the At- 
lantic. 

Discussion of international questions should be temperate, reas- 
Onuable and passioniess. True patriotism consists, not in blatant 


mssertion of national interest or dignity without reference to 


right or wrong, but In a wise endeavor to do what is right by 
others and a firm determination to suffer no wrong from an 
aggressive neighbor. In other words a self respecting nation 
should be goveri.ed by the same spirit that governs a self re- 
Specting man. 

It the newspapers of the civilized world will discuss inter- 
national questions in this epirit peace loving Presidents, Kings 
and Ministers-and the history of the past quarter of a century 
proves that most of them love peace—will have behind them a 
solid popular support which demagogues and adventurers cannot 
weaken. , 

The proposed press amity league is the most practical and 
feasible movement for universal peace ever offered.

Whe high standard of personal and professiona! worth éxpetted 
ef the judge and practicing lawyer was clearly stated by Judge 
Franklin Ferriss in his introductory speech at the dinner in honor 
of Judge Thayer, and the latter, in a few forcible sentences, 
indicated the added responsibility of the courts arising out of 
the rapidly changing social conditions and modes of doing 
business. cd 

“It is a mistake to suppose,’’ said Judge Thayer, ‘‘that, the 
legal profession has become so hedged in by precedent as to 
have lost either the opportunity or the capacity for independent 
thought and action. It is also true, I think, that owing to the 
existing conditions and present business habits, the lawyer must 
ve more alert and incisive than ever before and better equipped 
fer instant and effective action.”’ 

This, of course, as is plain to all, is especially true of the 
judge on the bench who must have all the alertness and readi- 
ness of the practicing lawyer combined with a vast knowledge 
of the law and firm grasp of legal principles. And the duty of ihe 
judge is yet more difficult in these days because of the rap!d 
enanges going on. 

The courts have, little by little, by force of circumstances, 
become the most conspicuous and not the least important organ 
of the publite will, Sdoner or later ail questions come before the 
courts for review. The law must be defined, interpreted, cqn- 
strued by the courts before anybody knows exactly what it is. 

To do this worthily a man must not only know old principles 
but have the practical mind to apply them to new conditions. 
The principles are enduring, the conditions fleeting; to adupt 
the one to the other without altering what ts essential and yet 
recognizing and giving effect to the spirit of progress is the spec- 
fal duty of the courts,

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A SEAT FOR EVERY PASSENGER. 


Street railway managers object to the Post-Dispatch’s demund 
for a sufficient number of cars to assure each passenger & scat 
for at least the greater part of his ride on the ground that {t is 
a practical impossibility and would seriously cripple the earning 
canacity of the lines. 

But the ite is both nracticable and just. 

The proper basis of the earning capacity of street railway lines 
is the seating mot the packing capacity of their street car>. 

This is the basis of all steam railways and .sim-lar service 
The street cars have the advantage of a constantly changing 
passenger list so that the actual earning capacity of a car for a 
full trip may be far in excess of its seating capacity. 

If, under ordinary conditions, the seating capacity of the cars 
is not a sufficient earning capacity there is something wrong 
with the railway and its business is not on a sound basis. 

As a matter of fact large yrofits can be made on street cars 
in St. Louis on the basis of their seating capacity. To permit 
the companies to use the open space in the cars and on the 
platforms for the packing in of passengers is to put a premium 
on inadequate service and to afford a bas's for the over-capita'i- 
zation of the lines and the realization of dividends on large blocks 
of watered stock. 

Tne public is entitled to comfortable and sanitary 
of travel. This is possible only with seats for all passengers and 
space in which to move in and out. Of course it may not be 
practical to assure every passenger a seat immediately upon en- 
tering a car, but the seat should be provided within a reason- 
able time. The proper condition is a car with its seats filled and 
the aisle space empty.

MONOPOLY AND INVENTION. 


Invention, aided by the patent laws, has up to this time been 
helpful to the monopolist. But the indications are that invention 
may, in the near future, prove destructive to the very monopo- 
lies that deperd on patents for much of their strength. 

Wirelses electrical transmission, for example, needing no costly 
cables, wires or conduits, may make telephoning and telegraphy 
independent of the would-be monopolist. It may also have an ef- 
fect on the supply of power fur machine purposes that will bring 
back the household industry of the days before the introduction 
of the factory system. When manual training has become unl- 
versal, and every man may be his own engineer and machinist, 
with power coming to him through ether waves, how could mc» 
nopoly in industry survive? 

We appear to be on the eve of tapping the boundless forces 
of the universe, which can never be monopolized. With air- 
ships, automobiles and electric boats, the monopoly of transpor- 
tation will be at an end.

THE HUMAN ODOR. 


The fact that certain animals, especially
